I 0 ,J^$r1[Previously Presented) The process as claimed in claim ^ wherein the 
aluminum nitride molding, after the filling of the through-holes for via hole formation and 
through-holes for dummy via hole formation with the conductive paste, is dewaxed so that 
the aluminum nitride molding exhibits an intemal residual carbon ratio of 800 to 3000 ppm, 
then fired at 1200 to 1700°C and fiirther fired at 1800 to 1950°C. 
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
